Trump visits despite boycott

President sticks to script, hails movement's icons

Jackson, Miss. — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s pres- 
ence jolted the opening of 
a civil rights museum here 
Saturday, generating boy- 
cotts from some leaders in 
the movement and small 
protests by activists as the 
state’s attempt to confront 
its racially violent past 
clashed with more recent di- 


visions wrought by Trump’s 
presidency. 

As the country’s first 
state-sponsored museum on 
the South’s civil rights strug- 
gle opened its doors, Trump 
gave brief remarks, largely 
sticking to his prepared 
script as he hailed the icons 
of the civil rights movement 
and rejected the racism and 
hatred on display in the new 
museum. 

“The civil rights museum 
records oppression, cruelty 


and injustice inflicted on 
the African-American com- 
munity,” Trump, who had 
ignored calls to back out 
of the event by some civil 
rights veterans, said after 
a brief tour of the museum. 

“The fight to end slav- 
ery, to break down Jim 
Crow, to end segregation, 
to gain the right to vote, 
and to achieve the sacred 
birthright of equality — 
that’s big stuff,” Trump 
said. “Those are very big 


phrases, very big words.” 

“Here we memorialize the 
brave men and women who 
struggled to sacrifice and 
sacrificed so much so that 
others might live in free- 
dom,” the president said, 
speaking to a small group of 
dignitaries in the museum. 
A larger audience of several 
hundred Mississippi resi- 
dents assembled outside for 
the official ceremony. 
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Mayor's 
court is 
clearing 
a profit 


North Olmsted 
irks Rocky River

North Olmsted profited 
to the tune of $1.2 million 
from its mayor’s court 
operations from 2013 to 
2016 and stands to net in 
excess of $200,000 from its 
court fees in 2017. 

That’s a lot of money 
for a city with an annual 
general-fund budget of 
about $20 million and 
little discretionary money 
with which to buy an extra 
police car, perhaps, or to 
improve a road. 

It’s also revenue North 
Olmsted never would have 
received had it not made the 
controversial decision five 
years ago to create a mayor’s 
court to deal with traffic vio- 
lators and minor criminals. 

Today, cleveland.com 
and The Plain Dealer take 
a look at the North Olm- 
sted Mayor’s Court as part 
of Justice for All, a series 
that advocates for criminal 
justice reform. The series 
already has sparked broad- 
based reform efforts in 
Cuyahoga County, includ- 
ing some calls for consoli- 
dation of municipal courts. 

By creating the may- 
or’s court, North Olmsted 
Mayor Kevin Kennedy ful- 
filled a campaign pledge 
to examine all the city’s 
operations from a business 
perspective.

Afghan veteran writes musical 
to channel memories, struggles

“At this point in my life, 
people ask me what it feels 
like to kill someone, and 
I calmly ask them what it 
feels like to make a grilled 
cheese. That sounds cold, 
and I like that. But my point 
is more that your environ- 
ment shapes how you inter- 
nalize your experience ... 

“Many times killing 
someone is a collective ef- 
fort. And a lot of people 
get shot behind bushes and 
trees. What does it feel like 
to shoot a bush or a tree?

The words were spoken 
with the cocky confidence 
representing Jaymes Pol- 
ing’s three deployments to 
Afghanistan as a soldier 
with the Army’s 82nd Air- 


borne Division. 

They reflect his mood at 
the time, and also are part 
of a musical drama, “Mod- 
ern Warrior Live,” which de- 
buted recently at Cuyahoga 
Community College. 

Poling, 30, of University 
Heights, wrote and co-cre- 
ated the production with 
jazz trumpeter Dominick 
Farinacci. 

It traces the soldier’s life 
from enlistment through 
deployment and to his sub- 
sequent struggles with the 
memories of war.
